Michael Cudahy Passes Away 
Peacefully at Mercy Hos- 
pital with Family at 
the Bedside, 


TRIBUTES PAID TO HIM. 


“Stanchest, Most Sturdy and 
Aggressive of Them All,” 
Are the Words of Ar- 
thur Meeker, 


Michael Cudahy, president of the Cudahy 
Packing company, and the last of the four 
great pioneer meat packers of the country, 
Med last evening at Mercy hospital. The end 
came peacefully. All of his-immediate rela- 
tives, including his three brothers, three sons 
and four daughters were at his bedside. 

All hope for the packer’s recovery was given 
up on Saturday and distant relatives were 
notified of his dying condition. He lost con- 
eciousnese shortly before 8 o'clock in the 
morning just before the errival of Edward 
A. Cudahy, a brother from Omaha. His low 
condition caused the members of the family 
te go to the hospital to wait for the end. 


Relatives at the Bedside. 

Patrick Cudahy of Milwaukee, John of Chi- 
cago, the brothers; J. P. of Kansas City; J. 
M. of Omaha, and E. R. of Chicago, the three 
sons and the four daughters, Mrs. W. P. 
Nelson, Mise Mary and Mise Clara of Chi- 
cago, and Mrs. John Kasserly of San Fran- 
cléco all were present for some time before 
he died. 

BE. A. Cudahy seid in the evening thet no 
funera] arrangements bad been made.

He made a single gift of 650,000 to the Cath- 
olle University of America in Washington, 
D. C. He and his family attended St. James 
church, Twenty-ninth street and Wabash 
avenue. 

The packer’s chief relawetion was yacht- 
ing, and each summer he had one or two 
yachts on Lake Michigan in which he often 
cruised between Chicago and Mackinaé, 
whore the Cudahy summer residence is lo- 
cated. Mn Cudahy wee a member of the 
Union League, Chicago Yacht, Dor, and 
Glen View clubs. His wealth & vertously

t than to noncompetitive points, as the 
rates to places like Spokane, 400 miles inland. 
In 1908 the commission reduced the rate 
from Chicago to Spokane from $3.60 to the 
level of the Seattle rate, $3.

Western Cities Protest. 
Whatever adjustment the commission has 
made in its various decisions on transcontt- 
mental rates has been met with protests 
from one or another of the groups of western 
cities, as the rates are interdependent. Spo- 
_ Kane asserted that Seattle jobbers, buying in 
the east, were able to invade its territory by 
reason of their lower rates. The commission 
| Fetorted that it could not be expected to cor- 
- rect entirely Spokane’s geographical position 
in relation to cities which had the benefit of 
Water competition. At the same time Seattle 
and San Francisco have met uniformly any 
reduction to the intermediate citles with re- 
guests for a reduction in their rates inland.

Did Not Want to Lose Business.

Regular Army Captain Recom- 
mends New State Organization. 


WOULD ACT FOR MILITIA. 


Expert Says Conditions in National 
Guard Need Bettering. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
The creation of a state police in Illinois to 
take the place of the national.guard in sup- 
pressing riots and other unusual disturb- 
ances. ig suggested by Capt. L. D. Greene of 
the regular army in his report upon the mili- 
tla organizations of that state. 

Capt. Greene calls attention to the effect 
of the new requirements of the federal gov- 
ernment which is undertaking the develop- 
ment of the national guard as an auxiliary 
of the regular army. These requirements 
are so exacting that many officers and men, 
he says, -are serving at an actual financial 
loss. The national government, Capt. Greene 
believes, should provide pay for officers and 
privates because of the new responsibilities 
it has imposed upon them. 

“The state of Illinois,“ his report says, 
“could maintain in constant service for its 
own necessities a battalion of efficient state 
police for umusual disturbances anywhere 
in place of the national guard and at much 
less expense.” 

Capt. James Ronayne, U. S. A., says that 
good officers are leaving the Illinois regi- 
ments on account of lack of pay, and he re- 
ports that better armories and more conven- 
ient rifie ranges are needed in that state. 


FIRE. DEATH LIST IS NOW 26; 
SIGHTSEERS CROWD RUINS. 


All Bodies in Newark, N. J., Disaster 
Identified but One, and Only One 


Employe Is Missing. 


Newark, N. J., Nov. 27.—Only one unidenti- 
ned body remains in the morgue here tonight. 
Only one employé of the Wolf Manufacturing 
company is still missing and it now seems 
that last night's estimate of the death list in 
yesterday morning’s factory fire will bewe- 
duced to twenty-five. Five additional identi- 
fications were made today among the bodies 
at the morgue. 

No bodies were found in the burned bulld- 
ing today and Fire Chief Astley is convinced 
tonight that no more will be found. He will 
keep. his men at work, however, unt the 
ruins have been turned over brick by brick. 

All approaches to the scene were crowded 
while daylight lasted, with a moving mass of 


humanity. It was estimated that 200,000 
sightseers pushed against the police lines.

ASKS BIG DELEGATION. 


Says Chicagoans Should Attend 
River and Harbor Congress 
in Washington. 


Chicago's hopes and plans for a $10,000,000 
outer harbor made possible by a $3,000,000 
appropriation to be asked from congress-—at 
least in part—when it convenes in Washing- 
ton next Monday, will be the theme of a 
luncheon at 12:30 p. m. today in the Union 
League club. 

Fifty invitations to prominent business men 
and others were sent out yesterday by T. 
Edward Wilder, who is a director of the Na- 
tional rivers and harbors congress, which 
will gather in Washington Dec. 7, 8, and 9. 
Mr. Wilder also is chairmen of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce committee on lakes-to-the- 
gulf waterway. Harold F. McCormick of tha 
city is vice president of the congress. . 

The invitations sent out ask the recipients 
to meet and listen to John A. Fox, special 
director of the national rivers and harbors 
congress, who arrived in Chicago last night 
with the Chicago delegation returning from 
the waterways meeting at St. 


Will Remain in Chicago. 

He will remain several days as the guest of 
Mr. Wilder and while here will urge that 100 
of the city’s most prominent business men go 
to Washington next week to attend the rivers 
and harbors congress and also to press the 
appeal for a liberal appropriation upon the 
federal lawmakers. 

The importance to Chicago of sending a 
large and influential delegation to Washing- 
ton,” said Mr. Fox, “cannot be overesti- 
mated. I do not believe that any city In the 
United States deserves to receive more lib- 
eral appropriations than does Chicago. 

“The National River and Harbors con- 
gress has been working for five years to 
awaken the American people to the impor- 
tance of these waterway improvements. A 
deep and adequate harbor at Chicago, requir- 
ing $3,000,000 from the government to facill- 
tate this improvement, is felt just as much 
by the farmer in Nebraska and Montana as 
by jobbing houses in Chicago. 

Must Show Country Needs. 

But the constituents of congressmen out 
in the far west must be shown just how thege 
harbor improvements benefit them, and then 
they will urge their congressmen to vote in 
a bread national way. The rivers and har- 
bores bill often has been attacked on the 
ground that an appropriation for New York 
harbor served no good to the people of Den- 
ver, or that the appropriation for the Trinity 
river in Texas did not benefit manufacts 
ers in Cincinnati.

OSEF HOFMANN returned to Orchestra 
hall yesterday afternoon for his second 
recital in rather restrained and subdued 
mood, if the strenuous standard of his 
rst recital be accepted as a measure of 
his art, thereby fulfilling the wish that was 


men expressed in these columns. He was greeted 
dy a much smaller audience than was present 


three weeks ago, but it is believed that the 
weather was responsible for this circumstance 
and that it indicated no waning of the public’s 
interest and admiration for his art, for the 
gathering of music lovers made it clear it ap- 
proved of his piano playing by demanding many 
encores repetitions. 

It is a pleasure to record Mr. Hofmann's re- 
turn to the manner of a few years ago. He did 
not permit his fondness for an orchestral big- 
ness of tone to carry him beyond the limite of 
the piano with anything like the frequency that 
was the unfortunate rule when he was last 
heard here. In fact, there was only one mo- 
ment when he achieved tonal harshness in un- 
pleasant “degree, The big E major Polonaise 
of Liszt, which concluded his lengthy list of 
offerings, was built up to euch imposing propor- 
tions that one could fairly hear the different 

orchestral instruments. Unhappily, the tonal 
quality in these climaxes indicated the harsh- 
ness as well as the sonority of trumpets and 
trombones. 

On the other hand, he had dramatic impres- 
siveness and temperamental fervor. to plead. in 
extenuation of this overemphasis, and agince this 
was the only instance of the kind which the 
program developed, it may be passed over 
leniently. ;
